LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 22.—Considerable com- 
motion was produced here to-night by a report 
that a gang of rougbs living near the Nashville 
depot intended to burn the baggage depart- 
ment on account of the trunks, etc., from Mem- 
phis stored there. There proved to be nothing 
in the report. Last year a considerable 
number of deaths from a pernicious 
fever occurred in this locality, and it was said 
by many they were from rvellow-fever, and 
traced to the baggage of refugees. To-day a 
small number of residents living near the depot 
visited the Mayor and demanded that no bag- 
gage be allowed to remain in the storage- 
room.

ANDREW J. KELLAR. 
TRUSTWORTHY INFORMATION ABOUT MEMPHIS. 

Among the arrivals from Memphis was Mr. 
Andrew J. Kellar, the editor of the Avalanche, 
of that place, and ove who, from his long resi- 
dence in the South and bis experience with 
previous epidemics, is peculiarly qualified to 
give an inteligent idea of the prospects for the 
summer. Mr. Kellar leit Memphis Monday 
morning, and last evening joined his family at 
the Grand Pacific, where they bave dees for 
some days past. : 

On being asked for his opinion as to the char- 
acter and probable extent of the present visit of 
the fever by a TRteune reporter with whom he 
had a conversation last night, Mr. Kellar said, 
“I have no opinion on this subject, and never 
will have again, for the experience of last vear 
broke up all our former beliefs in regard to 
yellow-fever. You can’t tell anything about 
this disease, for experience amounts to but 
little.” 

“But you can say whether it is yet epidemic?” 

“Certainly it bas not yet assumed the epi- 
demic phase. The principle on which the phy. 
sicans in charge go is that it is epidemic only 
when the deaths from yellow-fever are equal 
to those from all other causes combined. 
That is considered a fair test, and it bas not 
developed to that extent as yet; when it does 
it may be called an epidemic. This week is to 
be made the basis of computation, and the re. 
sult will be telegraphed to the Sunday papers. 
Cases count nothing, and only the deaths are 
to be considered.”

CRIMINAL NEWS. 
A FIRST-CLASS TRAGEDY.

The Usited States Minister and French Charge 


d Affzires only complied with the request, the 
others pleading risk to life from bullets which 
were raining around, ‘Therefore the representa 
tives of Engiaud, France, and the Unite States 
alone entered into the conference with the 
rebels. President Canal offered the rebels full 
pardon, and leave to embaré unmolesied for 
any port they desird. The revels stoutly re- 
fused the conditions, and feht ing continued. 

On July 2 the President acaia resorted to the 
services of the diplomatic body. This time the 
United States Mimister refused te interfere. 
President Canal thereupon sent the rebels a 
letter, whith was tora to pieces. The Acting 
was kept up ali day. On July 3 the patience of 
the President became exbeusied, aad be de- 
termined to act. Cannon were placed a quarter 
ui from the front of the houses occupied 
by the rebels. ‘The rst shell set fire to one of 
the houses, and immediately all were ablaze. 
The rebels scattered in every direction. ‘The 
fire spread fearfully, sweeping away four 
blocks of buildings. The Finance Department 
with all its decumenis was destroyed. On 
July ¢therebels bad disappeared, and their 
principal leaders had taken refuge in the foreign 
Consulates. Abont 130 houses were in ashes 
and 300 men killed or wounded. Yortunately 
the commercial part of the ton escaped dam- 
age.

CONSTRUCTING AN INLAND SEA*—IMPROVING THE 
CLIMATE AND AGRICULTURE OF AFRICA. 

The cost of excavating the eanal through 
which the waters of the Mediterranean are to 
flow from the Gulf of Gabes into the so-called 
** Chotts,” and so convert the desert region to 
the south of Algeria and Tunis into a vast in-

The draft of the Irish University bill has been 
published, and it preves to be as short and sim- 
pleas might have been anticipated from the 
Lord Chancellor’s speech introducing it.

No residence in 
any college, nor attendapce§ at lectures or any 
other course of ingtruction ip the University, 
shall be obligatory upon any candidate for a de 
gree.” If, then, as we have already said, the

their students are compelled to submit either to 
the objectionable condition ef “mixed educa- 
tion ” at the godless colleges,” or to residence 


at Trinity College in order to qualify themselves 


But, inasmuch as what they really seek is the

Freed er loosed from any limitation or con- 
dition; uncontrolled ; uneonditidned ; as, 
absolute authority.” “ Absolute Authority 
of the State over its “domestic affairs” is 
inconsistent with the rights of the Nation 
to collect customs duesand internal taxes 
within such State.

It would be an unnatural condition of 
things under a Republic for any faction to 
maintain for any length of time an absolute 
and imperious control of a vast section of 
the country, including a number of the most 
important political districts of the nation.

Carcaee, Jaly 22. It is undeniable that, ta the 
use of labor-saving machinery, production of 
all articles of cossamption is vastly increased, 
and that with less and jess of manual labor. Every 
day we hear of improved machinery which increases 
prodoction, while dispensing with the labor ef men 
and women. These facts ought to be a biessing to 
workingmen. But is there any way to make it so, 
except by shortening the hours ot labor? Fifty 
— ago all workingmen, mechanics, and ethers 

bored from twelve to fourteen hours. Since that 
time ten hours has been the rule gererally, and 
wages have teen increased. Has any one been the 
loser by this change’ And who would lose now 
by reducing the time to eight, or even as yl 


Either the consumer or worker would lose, as 
a matter of course. If the laborer accepted a re- 
duction of pay equal te bis reduction of work, 
his wages would necessarily be less in the same 
proportion. But, if be exacted ten hours’ pay 
for eight or six hours’ work, the purchaser of 
the products of bis labor would suffer from 
dear goods. In the latter case the buyer would 
be overcharged, and consequently be could pur- 
chase fewer of the dear goods. I his would re- 
act against the ten-hour pay for eight-hovr 
workmen, by a reduction of demand for his dear 
services, and that in turn would throw some of 
his trade out of emoloyment and torce down 
the wagés of the rest. Whena man demands 
two hours’ pay for non-work, he wants some- 
thing for nothing, and consumers cannot afford 
to give something for nothing, as a rule. Lf 
a workman is satisfied with eight hours’ wages 
for eight bours’ work, that is his matter, and 
we have nothing to say againet it. But that is 
not what the gate- money“ agitators want. 

Fifty years ago jours may have worked four- 
teen hours, but we have no knowledge or 
recollection of it. Within our time ten hours 2 
day have been the general rule, except in the 
short winter-days, when the bours have been 
nine and eight, with pay ſu proportion, 

While it u true that labor-saving machinery 
hes euormoeusly cheapened articles and goods, 
and thereby ſucreased the purchasing power of 
the workman’s wages, it is not true that labor- 
saving machinery has reduced the demand for 
labor. On the contrary, the results of invention 
have furnished immense additional employment. 
Take the single case of the steam-raiiroad. 
Fifty years ago there was not a locomotive at 
work chespening transportation in the United 
States. The horse, mule, and ox, and their 
drivers, had a monopoly of the common carry- 
ing business. There are pow a million of men 
in the United States employed at good wages 
constructing railroads, operating them, and 
building locomotives, cars, and trucks, and min- 
ing iron and coal fer their use and consump- 
tion. These men support a mühen of 
families, and number together between four 
and five millions of our population. This won- 
derful labor-saving machine bas doubled the 
number ot families whe can make a living at 
farming, and, te supply these extra millions of

After the examination’ had been concluded 
Nona went downstairs, and, seeing some 
ladies with whom she was acquainted, she ran 
down the steps and affectionately embraced and 
kissed them. 

In talking to the reperter about the suicide, 
she said the hooks were placed over the doors in 
the morning.

Steele & Jones, 
solicitors, had informed the girle that there was 
no money for them when they went for it. The 
income from the property was cut off on account 
of having signed a contract to sell the property.

She appears yet to think that her sisters did 
right in troying themselves in the manner in 
which they did, and that they are bappier now 
for so doing. 


THEIR FINANCIAL CONDITION. 

Mr. Scott, who drew Mr. Trowbridge’s will some 
months ago, and who has known the whole family 
for some years, stated that there was no doubt 
about the young ladies being insane on the sub- 
ject of money. He also stated that Mr. Trow- 
bridge had given them the best part of his prop- 
erty, and that ‘the deceased ladies were not 


really in pecuniary distress. 

Mr. George Petersen, who was the agent of 
the tbree ladies for the collection of their rents 
and the leasing of their property, was question- 
ed about their condition. 

„How long did you act as agent for these 
ladies?” 

“ About two years and a half.“

Tus TRIBUNE reporter who visited the place 
of the tragedy, yesterday, observed a portly old 
man, with gray hair and. beard, sitting on the 
walk in front of the house, surrounded bya 
group of sympathizing friends. This proved to 
be Mr. Alva Trowbridge, the father of the dead 
girls. He appeared to be in deep distress, 
every now and then breaking out into tears. 
“The newspapers have dove me great injustice 
in the statements publisbed this morning,“ 
remarked Mr. Trowbridge after be had been 
informed of the business of his visitor.

FAMILY HISTORY. 

Two ladies, relatives of the two suicides, 
were visited by a IU reporter last evening, 
and, according to their statements, those made 
in the papers of yesterday morning, compiled 
from the disconnected utterances of Nona and 
the neighbors, were iacorrect in many particu- 
lars. 

In the first place, it was erroneously stated 
that the deceased and the survivor, Nona, were 
all of the family, while the truth is 
there is another sister and a brother living, 
and there were two other sisters who 
have died. Delia, the eldest of the iris, 
was married to a Mr. Morrison, and 
she died four or five years ago, in Topeka, Kas. 
Augusta, the third sister, married to a Mr. 
Wing, died in Chicago a year ago last April. 
Mary, the second sister, is pow Mrs. James 
Swan, and resides, with her husband on Michi- 
gan avenue. Ei Apna, and Nona were 
the youngest three of the children. Besides 
these six girls, there was a brother, Thegdore 
Trowbridge, who resides in the city.

Anna h 
two hemorrhages of the lungs previous to ber 
death, and the constant worry and excitement 
kept both of them ill most of the time and was 
fast wearing them away. 

While living on Calumet avenue, the girls 
were unknown to their nearest neichbors, and 
really resisted any attempts at sociability. Their 
conduct occasioned remark, and the police 
officer on that beat had found it necessary to 
caution them against their hysterical perform- 
ances, such as shouting and singing intemperate- 
ly, which became decidedly annoying. 


AN OLD FRIEND’S STORY. 

A reporter talked yesterday with a person 
who, for twenty years nearly, bas been intimate- 
ly acquainted with the Trowbridge family, and 
whose relations have been of such a character 
that to what he says full credence ought be 
given. He speaks in the highest terms of the 
father, whose only fault, if it can be called one, 
was yielding too far and too often to the wishes 
of his daughters. When the mother died the 
two girls who ended their lives nicht before 
last were just verging upon woman- 
hood, Belonging to an exceilent fam- 
ily, well-to-do, and good looking, 
it was only natural that they should be am- 
bitious, and they looked forward with certainty 
to rising still higher in the world, to making 
good matches, and to becoming leading mem- 
bers of society. They left the church on the 
West Side in which their family had worshiped, 
because it was not hich-+oned enough. They 
had received good educations. and had the ad- 
vantage of foreign travel, their father baving 
sent them abroad and paid all their expenses. It 
is not impossible that they held their heads a 
little too hieh, and, like the cranes in the fabi e, 
while watching and waiting for the big fish to 
come, let slide the little ones which they might 


have caught. 

Then their father married again. Although 
the lady to whom he allied himself was of irre- 
proacnable character, and possessed al! good 
qualities, they were dissatisfied with the match, 
and did the utmost they could to separate h us- 
band and wife. They beleaguered him with 
their entreaties until at last he was weak 
enough to yield, and to consent to a separa- 
tion, of which, however, he subsequently re- 


gretted. 
At a still later period these dauchters in- 
sisted that the father should aivide his property 


among his children,—should do it then in- 


stead of waiting for his death. To this 
request also he yielded, anxious to secure peace, 
and fond of these children, and so gave them 
property which was sufficient for all their 
wants. But, the feelings of sourness and bit- 
terness growing out of the disappointment 
which they had met with in their ideas of life 
grew stronger and stronger, until at last, jaun- 
diced and embittered, they conceived the idea 
that all mankind was at war with them,—that 
every man’s hand was against them, and that 
the members of their family were striving to 
injure them. 

t is the most charitable supposition to believe 
that this was a simple case of monomania; 
that, from much brooding and ruminating over 
disappointed hopes, they had worked them- 
selves up to that pitch where they believed that 
their lives had been a succession of injuries and 
of insults, and that the only way in which 
they could escape them was by death. All in- 
tercourse between them their relatives 
came toanend. For two years they had not 
spoken to their father. Even when he had gone 
to the house where they were living and had 
entreated them to speak to him they 
had turned away with a refusal the more 
blitter and cutting because it was not put 
in words. Not so very long ago“ one Of their 
aunts died, and they refused to attend the fun- 
eral, believing that she had been specially in- 
strumen tal in worrying them. 

Day by day their mental condition grew worse, 
uutil the handsome, brilliant, and ambitious 
girls of twenty years ago had become the mor- 
ose, disappointed, and crazed women of to-day. 
According to this gentleman, who takes a less 
charitable view of it than the reporter, they 
had gone on from bad to worse in their career 
of disapvoiatment, and doubt, and distrust, and 
hatred, until their minds were in a state of 
general cussedness, until nothing was sweet, 
true, and honest to them, and until 
they saw in all humanity only the reflection of 
their own corrupted and poisoned minds. Ac- 
cording to him, the father is from beginning to 
end as free from blame as Lear was, and if he 
had been firmer, and had been less yielding in 
other years to his daughters’ entreaties, he 
would have lived a far happier life, and they 
might possibly, under the check of a little 
salutary opposition and parental steruness, have 
avoided degenerating into the wretched condi- 
tion in which they were when death met them 
Monday night. 


FAMILY CONNECTIONS. 

Many mistakes have been made and false re- 
ports circulated in connection with this sad 
tragedy. The statement that the Trowbridge 
sisters were left in destitution by their father is 
entirely unfounded, as well as some unjust re- 
ports concerning the second’Mrs. Trowbridge, a 
lady whose high character won her the regard 
and affection of all who came under her infiu- 
ence. As for berinterference with the property 
of Mr. Trowbridge’s first wife, there is no truth 
in it,—on the contrary, her friends, who were 
numerous and wealthy, assert that Mr. Trow- 
bridge, after several years of unhappy married 
life, finally refused to render her any support. 
and she returned to the home and protection of 
her sister, Mrs. John Gage, of Vineland, N. J. 
It was here that she passed from her peaceful, 
quiet, and certainly inoffensive life. The last Mrs. 
Trowbridge was also a sister of Dr. John L. 
Kellogg, a prominent homeopathic pbrsician, 
who practices in this city and resides at Wash- 
ington Heights. At the time of her marriage 
she resided with her mother, a few miles from 
Waukegan, on the fine property owned by her 
brother-in-law, the Hon. John Gage.

TOBACCO FRAUDS 
IN NEW ORLEANS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurncron, D. C., July 22.—Democratic 
correspondents last night sent special dispatenes 
from this city avnouncing the existence of a 
ring of tobacco-dealers in New Orleans, and 
making various charges against the Fresideat, 
Secretary of the Treasury, Commissioner of In’ 
ternal Revenue, and Senator Kellogg. Refer- 
ring to this general subject, Commissioner Raum 
sayssome of the statements are partially true, 
but the interpretation given to them is unwar- 
ranted. “Some time ago,” said he, I became 
satisfied from information from various sources 
that large frauds in the manufacture and sale of 
tobaceo were being perpetrated in New Orleans, 
and I sent Revenue-Agent E. D. Webster to fer- 
ret out the frauds, with full instructions 
The instructions were not made known to Col- 
hector Marks, and fora time they were work- 
ing at cross-purposes. The Agent, however, 
succeeded in his mission in so far as to ex-

who were operating in collusion with some one 
in the Collector's office. It was at this juncture 
that the man Felozes, for the purpose of saving 
himself, turned State’s evidence, and made a 
sworn statement to the Revenue Agent, and, 
the Ring being fully exposed, fora time suspi- 
cion necessarily attached to the responsible 
head of the office, and during further investi- 
gations Secretary Sherman emphatically ex- 
pressed to the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue his determination to remove the Col- 
lector or any subordinate against whom 
there should be found evidence sufficient 
to establish any connection whatever with the 
frauds. No evidence was discovered, or has yet 
been presented,” said Commissioner Raum, 
“tending to implicate Collector Marks. The 
investigation. however, led strongly to the be- 
lief that the First Deputy Collector, an official 
who served in the office many years before Mr. 
Marks was appointed, and who was originally 
appointed

was asharer in the profits of the Ring, and by 
order of the Commissioner he was summarily 
dismissed.”’ 

Had the Collector been guflty, the Commis- 
sioner believes his deputy would not have sub- 
mitted to being dischargzd without at least 
exposing the official who discharged him. 
The Ring was broken up, and upon the recom- 
mendation of the Commissioner their cases were 
compromised by the payment of sums varying 
from $1,000 to $10,000 to the Government. 

The Commissioner says that the result is di- 
rectly creditable to the Agents of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, and that the attempt to make 
it appear that the exposure and breaking * of 
the Ring was the work of its members who had 
determined to reform is as Untrue as it is ab- 


The Commissioner further said that so far 
from trying to shield tne conspirators, United

ONCE MORE.

Wasurneron, D. C., July 22.—The case of the 
New Idria Mining Company against Billy Me-

Investigation of the Killing of 
Edward Dooley. 


Trial of Oppenheim’s Mistress-How 
She Plundered the Fool. 


Constable McDonough’s Story About that 
Abduction Business. 


O'Donnell Baids the Gamblers—They Are 


Cases Before the Justice Courts—Swindliag Pawn- 
brekers—--Miaor Arrests. 


THE DOOLEY MURDER. 

A full and complete investigation as to the 
cause of Edward Dooley’s death, made by the 
police, the County Physician, and the newspa- 
per reporters, shows a probability that the young 
man was the victim of accidental  kill- 
ing, or of a street brawl brought on 
by bis own rashnesa. The particulars of the 
sed affrayas nearly as can be ascertained at 
present were plainly told dy John T. O’ Maller, 
a coal-wheeler living af No, 26 Superior street. 
He was seated on a bench outside of a 
coal ches, at the west end of Erie 
street bridge, and was engaged in 
reading «a tone bock, between the 
hours of 2 and 3 o’elock Sunday afternoon. Be- 
side him sat an elderly, gentieman named 
O'Hara. A man known to him as John Muica- 
hey, and employed in Cribben & Sexton’s foun- 
‘dry on Erie street, approached bim and 
made some talk about a misunderstand- 
ing between them the night before. 
O'Malley is able to repeat almost 
every word which passed between them. Snub- 
stantially Mulcabey was insulting in his tone, 
and demanded reparation for a blow given him 
by O'Malley the previous evesing at a saloon- 
opening en the corner of Erie and Kings- 
bury streets, O'Malley, was loth to 
give bim guy satisfacffon whatever, and 
warned him not to seek to renew a 
quarrel which had taken place when both were 
in liquor. He also called to mind that he 
(Muicehey) had not been in the slightest in- 
jured. Mulcabey wanted bim to join him in a 
drink, but O'Malley, suspecting that he merely 
wished to draw him on toa fight, refused. In the 
talk Mulecahey said that he wished he was as 
well “heeled” Saturday vight as he was at 
that moment, which, O’Mallev takes it, referred 
to his companions, or in slang, “his crowd at 
his back.“ Some other words passed between 
them, when Dooley, who was apparentiy 
an eager listener to the talk, made 
an unprovoked attack upon him, and 
struck at him twice. The blows were 
delivered underhand, and did no injury. O Mal- 
ley says that be fell back over the bench. His 
friends, numbering his brother and four or five 
others, who were sitting a t distance 

rushed up, and in a minute Doo 

y, Mulcahbey, assailants were 
completely routed. The former was lying on 
the sidewalk, and appeared to have been 
badly injured, About two minutes later Dan 
MeLougalia went up to Dooley and found that 
he bad been badly injured seme way or other, 
and the last O'Malley knows concerning him 
was that two men, apparently bis friends, had 
laid the body upon a plank and were starting 
with it to the police station. 

THE ARRESTS. 

These two men, Patrick O' Leary, of No. 226 
North Haisted street, and Michael Mullady, of 
No. 18 Pratt street, brougut the body to the 
West Madison Street Station, and attempted to 
tell how the young may had been injured. But 
after City-Physician Dunne hades examined 
the body and pronounced it a case of 
apoplexy, young Dooley was zent to the 
County Hospital. The next dav, Monday, a 
brother of Dooley’s who had an inkiing as to 
the real cause, awore out @ warrant for the ar- 
rest of Michael McFadden, who was supposed to 
know allaboutit. After the death of Dooley at the 
hospitalat 11 o’cloek Monday evening, Detectives 
Schaack and Wheelan, took up the case, and by 
vesterday morning had all of the following under 
arrest: John and Patrick O'Malley, Frank Lacy, 
Daniel McLoughlin, Martin Fadden: rearrested, 
Joan Muicakey and Jerry Horan, In erder to 
keep the principals as far apart as sible 
Pairick O'Malley was confined at the Webster 
Avenue Station. McFadden at the Larrabee 
Street Station, while John O'Malley remained 
with the other prisoners at the Caicago Avenue 
Station. The police are of the opinion that the 
latter is the one who actually committed the 
murder, as the other witnesses are pretty nearly 
agreed that he ran up to the deceased after the 
others had knocked him down, and 
gave him several brutal kicks, until called 
off by bis friends. He is about 34 years of age, 
and, although net of pleasing countenance, 
speaks weil, and seems to be possessed of more 
than ordinary intelligence in men of his class. 
His head is of that peculiar pattern which is 
said to run te a peas in the West Divis- 
ion the police arrested a very blain-spoken man, 
giving the name of 

DANIEL HENNESSEY, 

who tells a straicht story of the occurrence, He 
works with Michael Mulladay at the in freight 
depot of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, 
and boards with nim’ at his bouse on Pratt 
street. Loung Dooley dined with them Sunday, 
and after dinner they took a walk. At the 
corner of Erie and Halsted streets they met 
McFadden, who is employed in the same freigbt- 
house, Pat O’Leary, a switchman, and a 
man unknown to him, who must have 
been Muicahey. They walked to the bridge, 
and as to the occurrences there he tells the 
same story as young O'Malley. O'Leary and 
Mulladay could not have known the full par- 
ticulara, as they were some distance ahead. He 
saw Dooley strike the first biow, but cannot 
tell who gave him his death blos, ag some 
of the crowd assailed bim at the same 
moment and biacked both of his eyes. 
Hennessey says that McFadden was not touched 
by any one, and that Malcabey escaped almost 
uninjured, and, in his belief, both of them 
know who killed Dooley. 

In the afternoon County Physician Har- 
roun, assisted by Dra. Mignault and Gold- 
spohn, made a post-mortem examination 
of the body, at the home of John Deoley, No. 
509 Jefferson street. The body was bruised, 
but not seriously; the lower jaw was broken on 
both sides, and there was an extended 
fracture of the skull, extending from 
a point one and one-half isches above 
the right car down through the 
skull and the sphenoid bone, making a fissure 
six inches in length. Death was produced in 
some such manner as apoplexy, and hence the 
misunderstanding of the case at the start. None 
of thege fractures were visible from the outer 
surface, and only a little clotted blood was to 
be found beneath the tissue. The brain was 
badly aſlected.

CHARGED WITH KIDNAPPING. 

The case against ex-Constable McDonough 
was called in the Criminal Court yesterday, new 
indictments baving been found against the de- 
fendapt. The charge investigated was that of 
the kidnapping or abducting of old man Grove, 
an individual who allowed himself to ‘lend 
$2,000 to Mrs. A. H. Robinson, of Pike- Jones 
notoriety, and one of ber assistants, calling 
himself Wells. A jury was obtained with little 
trouble, and the complaining witness stated his 
case. 

He said his name was Andrew Grove, and that 
he came to Chicago from Trumboll County, 
Ohio, Nov. 20, 1878. He didn’t go into the Rob- 
inson matter, but proceeded to tell what he 
knew of McDonough. That individual called 
at his boarding-place, No.@2 West Randolph 
street, on the morning of June 5, and produced 
what purported to bea warrant for his arrest. 
This set forth that he had committed 
perjury in the Township of Niles, in tale 
county. He had never been in Niles 
in his le, and onaturaily objected 
to being carried off in this way. But two po- 
licemen told him he must go, and he got in a 
buggy with McDonough and another man. 
They drove up and down, and passed through 
many streets to bim unknown. sicDonough 
said the man in the buggy swore out the war- 
rant, but that fadividual denied it. After sey- 
cral hours had passed they reached a road-house 
on the Milwaukee road, and there Grove secured 
a room to himself. The Constaple and his ac- 
com plice cleared out, and that was about all he 
knew. He came back to town next morning. 

Detective Aldrich testified that he arrested 
McDonough, and asked him why he didn’t make 
a proper return of the warrant, to which he 
made an evasive answer. 

Among other witnesses were Mrs. Granger, 
who keeps the Powell House, where old Grove 
spent the night, and Justice Rutter, of the Town 
of Niles. ‘Ibe latter swore that he never issued 
any such warrant as that under which Mo- 
Donough professed to act. 

Charles Herrick, an employe of the County 
Clerk, swore that McDonough bad previously 
been notified that his bonds were worthless, 

McDonough himself took the stand, and told 
a wild, strange, and remantic yarn about some 
mysterious man whom be bad vever previously 
seen, and on whom he bad never since set his 
eyes, but for whom he served the warrant. 
This was the man who drove the . Be 
served the warrant in good faith, but when 
they reached the road-house he exam- 
ined it, and he found it was 
wrong. It set forth that the prisoner must be 
delivered to Justice Rutter, in the Town of 
Nules, while he, McDonough, the ſucorrupt- 
ible, knew perfectly well that Rutter had juris- 
diction in Nerw Park alone. Therefore, and 
solely for this reason, he decidea to drop the 
case. He did not tell old man Groves what 
conclusion he had come to. 

The lawyers talked the matter up for about 
three hours, and finally the jury got the case. 
Their sealed verdict, if one is reached, will be 
opened this morning. ©

They say that, althouch 
the doors of the Treasurer’s o are closed at 
sharp 8 each afternoon, the clerks work until 5, 
6, or until even 8 o’clock each night to straight- 
en out their books and cash. Furthermore, 
they sav that when the doors are closed any- 
where from twenty to a hundred tax-payers 
remain inside, and that the reeeipt of their taxes 
occupies an hour or more each afternoon. 

As there was no intention of doing apy in- 
justice to the employes of the Treasurer’s office, 
and as nothing reflecting upon them was pub- 
lished, there is nothing to apologize for er to 
explain. It may be pertectly true that they 
work full eight hours each day, and even go 
without their dinners, as is alleged, in order to 
accommodate the great American public. But 
the fact remains undisputed that if a citizen, 
having his taxes in his pocket, reaches the 
County Building forty-five seconds after 3 p. m. 
he cannot get into that office to pay his taxes, 
even though Cook County and Chicago City are 
short of money. The fault is not with the clerks, 
but with the system. A score of wholesale dry- 
goods houses in o do a bigger business 
every day than the County Treasurer does, and 
no one of them ever vet turned away a custom- 
er, especially if he wanted to pay a biil, simply 
because he failed to get round before 3:01 p. m. 
These large business houses can manage to keep 
open from 7 a. m. to 6 p. m., and, when you 
come to figure the thing down, Mr. McCrea’s 
© is only a business office 
afterall. If the clerical force is insufficientzor 
incapable of running the office for the accom- 
modation of the men who psy to keep it open 
new clerks should be hired. There are good 
bookkeepers working in Chicago for 188 a week 
who would cobtentedly stay round till supper- 
time.

FEAR OF LIGHTNING—HOW TO GARD 


AGAINST IT—NEW SPELLINGS, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, July 21.—Th® fear of lightning, 
dred of impending danger, is frequently inherit- 
ed, tho generally caused by nolej of the power 
of lightning to do injury, and ignoranc of the 
means to prevent it. Whatever the caus, those 
who hay suffered from this fear need not be 
told of the mental agony, worse than living 
deth,”’ endured by them during thunder-storms. 
It is drediul! and ite effects ar not unfrequent- 
ly physical prostration and deth. 

This fear of an evil is of itself an evil; and 
that which removs, or tends to remoy, this evil, 
is a blesing. 

The many recorded cases of lightning-damages 
to life and property in al parts of the worid, ex- 
tending as they do over along period ef time, 
and including fortuitous arrangements of both 
good and bad conductors of electricity, afford 
sufficient data to enable us to arrive at correct 
conclusions as to proper means of safety. 

In no other -field of scientific reserch is the 
path so clearly defined, or the results attained 
more satisfactory. When the value of lightning- 
rods becoms generaly understood, and they ar 
properly used, there wil be but little fear of 
lightning, even among those who hay inherited 
this fear. 

Tuat the masses havbut little or no faith in 
lightning-rods is due to several causes: 

1.. Ignorance, 

2. Frequent failure of rods, as erected, to pro- 
tect life or property. 

It is to be observed that lightning is but one 
of the attending effects of the passage of elec- 
tricity between oppositely-electrified bodies, 
seen the mysterious force has pest; and 
that thunder ts another effect, b after the 
light may bav been seen. To becom frightened 
at either is much like being frighteped at and 
dodging a rifle-bal which has past us. In either 
ease the danger, from what we hav seen or herd 
is over,—tho by it we ar warned of that impend- 


ing. 
tions to be observed: 
1. Never remain beneath trees, nor take 
shelter uoder them, during thunder-storms. 
There is mere danger of injury by lichtning 
ust before rainfal than at any other time. 
al trees about buildings ar particularly dan- 


gerus. 

2 If forct to remain out in the storm, pros- 
trate yourself upon the ground te lesn danger. 

8. Do not remain near anumber of other per- 
sons, or pear animals, during thunder-storms. 

4 if within a building, avoid drafts of air; 
sit in the central pert of the room; keep your 
feet of the floor; do not sit beneath or near 
ges or other metal pipes or bodies—not that 
metal does in the least attract lightning, but 
becaus it conducts electricrty better than any 
other material, an J, if near it, your body may 
becom the link completing the line of least re- 
sistanc for the passage of electricity. 

5. Hav no fires during thunder-storma, unles 
absolutely necessary. 

6. Use lightaing-rods three-quarter inch round 
geivanized iron, or half-inch bolt copper, or their 
equivalents by weight, regardies of form, to 
protect buildings, vessels, stocks of grain or 
hay, oil-tanks, etc. Place a poiut at each chim- 
ney, ventilator, and gable of buildings: connect 
al together on the ridge; and, the more numer- 
ous ar the rods to the ground, penetrating the 
erth to permanent moisture, the better. Set

SNAP JUDGMENTS. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Kan. III., July 21.—Bad faith, treach- 
ery, spite, false and doubtful cases are among 
the causes of snap judgments. I wish Tus 
Tumor, with its wide-spread influence, would 
keep the subject before the people and our leg- 
islators, so as to prevent and eradicate the 
fraudulent custom of obtaining snap judæ- 


ments. 

It is the worst of impositions. For instance, 
a man who has a bad case, who, through spite 
or eumity, wants to avenge himself upon au- 
other, will go from St. Anne to Reckville, 
twenty-five miles distant, and bring a suit 
against him. The defendant, who may be inno- 
cent, is forced to losa two days, pay $10 travel- 
ing expenses, if he wants to appear to contest 
the claim of perhaps $8 or $5; or, if he does not 
appear, judgment is entered against him, right 
or wrong. 

A man has an account with another in Chica- 
go; there is a auestion of settlement; the first 
thing the second one hears of is a summons to 
appear in the Town of Thornton at 9 o’clock in 
the morning. He takes the train, goes to 
Thornton, and Jo! the Justice of the Peace is not 
there; he is told there is one at the Village of 
Dalton or at another village of the town, and 
when he arrives it is too late,—judgment bas 
been entered against him. 

And, if he wants to have his rights, he must 
take an appeal, which will cost bim $6, besides 
all bis trouble, bis traveling expenses, and his 
lawyers’ fees. 

It is an outrage; and stil) our Legislature did 
nothing to prevent such scandalous proceedings. 

Ana, Mr. Editor, such cases occur ju every 
county in the State of Diinois. [ remember a 
case where J. B. Morse, from Papineau, lost a 
calf worth $4, and afterward he was told that 
his neighbor, F. X. Meyer, bad a calf similar to 
his.

| more enterprise and thrift, and less 
recklessness Of life, less hatred of what you call 
carpet-bageers, —damned Yankees! Your busi- . 
ness-enterprises should be conducted more with 
piety and less with pistols. What Mississippi 
peeds to-day is more corn and cotton, and less 
eussedness; more mills, more manliness; less 
murders, less moonshiners. What would improve 
South Carolina ie more hams and fewer Hamburgs. 
he should raise horses and hogs more, and hell 


more schools.

Itis a sad fact for thre worn-out and famished 
State, that, of the thousands of men who came 
bither. invested their means, and attempted to 
make homes under Republican rule, to-day but 
few remain. At the loss of their all they have 
wandered away to seek a home where they can 
speak their sentiments and vote as they deem best, 
without subjection to the insult, abuse, and vilfi- 
eation of such men as Gov.Vance. Immigrants 
from ail States pass North Carolina by. The

THE LEAKAGE BILL.

A BILL authorizing an allowance for loss kage 
or casualty of spirt withdrawn from dletiileess 
warehouses for exportation. 

Be tt Enacted, etc., That, where ts are with- 
drawn from distillery-warehouses for exportation 
according to law, it shall be lewful, ander euch 
rules. and regulations, and limitations as shal! be 
prescribed y the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for an aliowance to be made for leakage 
or loss any unavoidable accident. and 
without any fraud or gegn of 
tillera, — exporter, carrier, or 
or employes, occurri during t porta 
from a distillery-warehouse to the nore of Seren 
nor shall any assessment be collected for sach joss 
or leakage where the same has not been on dis- 
ay spirits exported since the Ist day of May, 

Sec. 2. That, where the spirits provided for in 
the preceding section are —.— — a valid claim 
of insnrance in excess of the market - value thereof, 
exciugive of the tax, the tax upon such spirits shall 
not be remitted to the extent of such exceasive in- 
surance. 

THE NEW ESBVISED STATUTES. 

One of the good things which the Forty-sixth 
Congress has dove is to order the publication of 
a new edition of the Revised Statutes. This is 
now being edited oy Judge Richardson, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, and will soon be put 
to press. 

The Revised Statues embrace the laws, gen- 
eral and permaneut in their nature, in — 
Dec. 1, 1878, but were not enacted until June 
22, 1874, and were not printed and given to the 
public until 1875. in the meantime legislation 
had been going op, many of the laws incorpo- 
rated therein bad been repealed, altered, or 
amended, and, when the volume came into 
general use, it wastwo years behind the enact- 
ments of Congress. In March, 1877, an act was 
passed for the publication of a second edition: 
but this was not completed untu the latter part 


of the year 1878, and includes only the spevific 


amendments, adding to or striking out sections. 
or parts of sections, which were passed by tne 
Forty-third and Forty-fourth Congresses, with 
references to some other acts. It does not 
contain the great mass of general laws 
enacted durivge the past six years, 
aud it has no references whatever to the legis- 
lation of the Forty-fifth Congress; so that the 
Revised Statutes, even with the second edition, 
do little more than bring the laws down to 
Dec. 1, 1878, and at the end of the present Con- 
gress they will be six years in arrears. At vo 
other period of time of equal length has gen- 
eral legisiation been more extensive or more 
difficult to trace out, much of it being included 
in annual appropriation acts, into which it has 
become a not infrequent practice to introduce 
provisions of permanent and general laws. 
Moreover, the indexes to the Statutes at Large, 
which at the end of the present session will be 
in three volumes since the Revised Statutes, 
embrace all the laws, geveral, special, and pri- 
vate, as well as treaties, proclamations, etc., 
combined, rendering it a difficalt and uncertain 
task to ascertain exactly what alterations 
have been made to the eneral laws. 
The volume will contain some or 600 pages, 
and must prove to bea convenient and useful 
edition of the laws of Congress, the courts, 
public officers, and all who have occasion to 
consult the statates of the United States, and 
will form an and almost indispensable 
acrompaniment to the Revised. Statutes. It is 
not a revision, but a reproduction of the exist- 
ing general laws in the language of their en- 
actment, in chronological order, with notes and 
references as before pointed out, and most of 
the work is already completed. 

DEMOCRATIC FRAUDS—THE OTHER SIDE OF THE 

, GLOVER REPORT. 

The famous Glover report bas a great amount 
of chaff init, but it also has some substance. 
Glover himself does not hesitate to charge that 
the reason why the Democrats refuse to print it 
is because it discloses so much Democratic cor- 
ruption. The following statements, taken from 
a letter written some time since by Glover to 
Speaker Randall, bear hard upon the Democratic 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House. Some of these 
extracts may be good reading in Ohio about this 


time. Mr. Glover says: 

In the course of the inquiry directed by Rule 103 
of the Houee, whereby the claims satisfied and dis- 
charged by the Treasury Department are support- 
ed by sufficient vouchers establishing their justice 
and amount, it was found that some of the claims 
sudited and passed by the accounting officers of the 
Treasury for services in connection with the Louisi- 
ana iavestigation were not ** — by proper 
vouchers, and that some of the vouchers on file 
gave evidence of fraud. . .. 

Careful inspection of the vonchers of account 
No. 204,738 in the office of the Register of the 
Treasury, which is a settlement with the De - 
ment of expens es of the Louisiana investigation, 
revealed the fact that voucbers had been raised 
after they bed: deen approved: that vouch- 
ers for $1,600 had been passed by the 
accounting officers without being receipted, 
while others were not in proper form; that moneys 
had been paid for services never rendered; that the 
same services bad been paid for twice, and in one 
case five times over; andthat money had been 
charged to the Government as disbursed, which, 
in fact, was not. The total fraud in this account. 
so far ae ascertained, is $4,387.29. The following 
is a list of the frauds in detail: Inabetract *‘ A, 
attached to account 204,738, was found voucher 
No. 3. for board-billof the Hon. R. R. Meade, a 
member of the Lonisiana Investigating Committee, 
at New Orleans. $54 35; but this payment is also 
charged in abstract F. voucher 77. In abstract 
B.“ for the Meade Sub-Committee, was found a 
charge of $250 as disbursed by the Hon. Ek. R. 
Meade, Chairman of the Sub-Committee sent to 
Shreveport; but in abstract F was found Mr. 
Meade's receipt for this money number as voucher 
113, and used to account for a second sum 
of $250. In abstract B“ was also found a charge 
of $360, furnished to Isaac T. Moore, messenger 
of the Committee; but to this abstract is attached 
a voucher by Moore for $655, —also cha as fur- 
nishedto him. Of this $655 the same $: forms 
part. and is thas charged twice. Neither the charges 
nor Moore’s acknowledgment show what was done 
with the money. 

In abstract 0“ for the new Sub-Committee was 
found voucher No. 1, for an advance to Wharton 
Collins, stenographer, $40; but thie advance was 
also included in voucher No. 1, abstract E. 
and is thus charged to the Government twice. 
The same course was pursued with alike advance 
of $40 to Charles A. Graham, stenographer. The 
payment of $125 to M. 8. Jones, clerk, voucher 
5, anda like sum to Charles McMurdo, clerk, 
voucher 6, is charged to the Government again iu 
abstract F.“ In abstract D. McMahon Sub- 
Committee, was found an advance of $65 to 
George A. Hardacre, stenographer; but this ad- 
vance is charged again to the ernment in ab- 
ween ie 6 Os 

In abstract F.“ Morrison Sub-Committee, 
voucher 35 shows a payment of $40 to E. R. Daffy; 
but this payment is again charged in voucher No. 
53 of the same abstract. The payment of $15 to 
W. J. Kain, clerk, voncher 46, 1s again charged in 
voucbher 52. That to Roberts, messenger, voucher 
46, is again — in voucher 106 as paid by 
W. L. Brown. Voucher 77, for items of disburse- 
ments by S. K. Donavin, charges the Government 
$55.65 too much by incorrec. additions. Voucher 
92 contains a charge of $325 as paid by Donavin to 
Charles Cavanac, which, when on the stand, Don- 
avin denied having paid; but the money has been 
coarged twice, Voucher 3,708 contains a charge 
of $59.40 as paid Cavanac for mileage; but this 
game mileage is also charged in voncher 3, 382. 

Voucher 98 contains a charge by Isaac T. Moore 
for $107. 20, railroad-fare from New Orleaus to 
Louisville; but of this $48.50 bad been paid him 
by Donavin. His raiiroad-fare from New Orleans 

to Shreveport, and back by way of Galveston, 
Moore charged to the Government on different 
vouchers, and collected no less than five times. 
Mileage was charged as paid to witnesses who lived 
in New Orleans, were summoned there, and who 
appeared before the Committee in that city; and 
over, payments are charged as paid to them for at- 
tendants, etc., to the extent of $2,183.90. 

This whole account was made up by John G. 
Thompson, Sergeant-at-Arms, and 8. K. Dona vin, 
his Deputy. This account was approved by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. examined aad paid by the Clerk 
of the House and his Disbursing Clerk, John 
Bailey. and passed by the Commitiee on Accounts. 

No biame-attaches to the Chairman of the Louis!- 
ana Committee, the Hon. William R. Morrison, 
who did not appoint a single man that served the 
Committee, nor to any member of that Committee, 
They were closely engaged in a most difficult in- 
quiry affecting the Presidency, and were entitied 
to assume that the Sergeant-at-Arms had pro- 
vided them with reliable men to attend to the ex- 
penses of their proceedings. . . . During the 
examination of the Louisiana eccoant the Commit- 
tee received complaints that forgery and swindling 
had been committed in connection with these 
disbursements. Inquiry developed the fact that 
Frank A. Prescott. another Deputy Sergeant-at- 
Arms who bad accompanied the Lorisiana Com- 

mittee, had forged three vouchers for $310, $250, 
and $890, respectively. The first of these was

YELLOW FSVER. 

The Nationa! Board of ilealth has framed the 
follow! rules d regulation, which are rec- 
ommended to adopted and observed for 
securing the best sanitary condition of railroads, 
tucludi stattun-houses, road-beds, their cats 
of all ptions, freights, passengers, and 
employes coming from any point where yellow- 
fever en; 

GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. It is recommended that these rules and regu- 
lations be adopted and enforced by the State and 
Local Boards of Health. 

2. At all seasons of the year, the depots and 
surround shall be kept clean; the grounds well 
drained and free from stagnant water and decom- 
posing Organic matter; the water-closets and 
privies shall be kept thoroughly clean 
in every part, and free from offensive 
odors; the vaults of privies’ shall be emptied often 
enough to prevent any large accumulation of excre- 
ment or offensive matter, and shall be kept disin- 
fected by the use of saturated solutions of the sul- 
phates or chlorides of iron or zinc in sufficient 
quantity to remove all offensive odors. 

3. The road-beds and tracks of railroads shall be 
kept free from filth and impurities. It is espectal- 
ly enjoined that this rule be observed in respect to 
all sidings near stations or towns. 

4. The apnolstered seats of passenger and sicep- 
ing-cars, and the mattresses, piilows, biankets, 
curtains, and carpets of sleeping-cars, shall be 
thoroughly whipped or beaten (in the open air so 
far as practi and brusbed free from a!) dust, 
and thoroughly aired and sunned at the end of each 


trip. 

8 All railroad-cars should be as well ventilated 
as possible at all times. 

6. Whenever any city, town, or other place hav- 
ing raijroad-connections is infected by yeHew- 
fever, the following rules should be enforced by 
State or municipal authorities: 

RULES AND REGULATIONS TO BE EXFORCED DURING 
THE EXISTENCE OF YELLOW- FEVER. 

1. Every train leaving an infected city, town, or 
other place, shall be inspected’ by a competent 
medical wan, who shall give to the conductor of 
said train a certificate of the results of his inspec- 
tion. 

2. It shall also be his duty to furnish certificates 
to each passenger; and no passenger shail be per- 
mitted to leave an infected place without such cer- 
tificate. No person having fever shal) be allowed 
to take passage on such train. 

3. All cars leaving such place shail be thoroughly 
cleansea and fumigated with sulphurons acid gas 
by burning eighteen ounces of sulphur for every 
1, 000 cubie feet of space, closing up the car tight 
for six hours prior to date of leaving. 

4. No upholstered car shall be allowed te leave a 
dangerously - infected place. 

5. All baggage shail be thoroughly disinfected at 
the station before leaving. 

6. At a point not less than five miles, aud as 
near this distance as possible, from the point of 
departure from a dangerously-infected place, there 
shall be an entire transfer of passengers and bag 
gage to otber cars, which cars shall never enter an 
infected district. 

7. This transfer shall be made in the open air, 
under the supervision of a medical officer, and as 
far from a habitation as possible; and no person 
with fever shall be allowed to proceed, but shall 
return to the point of departure, or be treated in 
hospital at or near the place of trar.sfer. 

8. The medical officer at the transfer-station shall 
carefully examine the conductor's certificates and 
the certificate of each passenger, and fill the blanks 
appended to them to accord with the results of his 
examination. 

9. No sleeping-car shall leave a dangerously-in- 
fected piace, nor shall any sleeping-car approach 
nearer such place than the pomt of transfer. Any 

nger-car leaving such infected place shall be 
thoroughly ventilated during its passage to the 
place of transfer, by having the windows of the 
cars open during such passage 

10. In case of suspected infection of a passenger- 
car, or of a sleeping-car, such car, including all 
the upboletery, cushions, curtains, mattresses, 
etc., shall be thoroughly disinfected. under the 
supervision of a medical officer, and shal! be ex- 
posed to the open air for at least twenty days be- 
fore being again used. 

11. All freight shall be transferred at a point not 
exceeding fifty miles from the point of departure; 
and the cars from which such freight bas been 
transferred shall not proceed farther on the road, 
but schall be returned to the point of departure. 
The freight-cars, after unloading, shal! be thor- 
oughly cleansed by scrubbing, fumigation, disin- 
fection, and ventilation. 

12. Mail-matter aud mail-bags should be heated 
toa temperature of 250 degrees Fahrerheit, or 
should be otherwise disinfected, before they are 
sent from infected places. 

13. At some point not less than fifty miles from 
the first transfer-station, a second.complete trans- 
fer of passengers and ge is desirable, and 
should be provided for the nuthorities of the 
States through which the lines run. 

14. If yellow-fever infect a place situated upon 
a line of railroad, trains of all kinds may be per- 
mitted to pass through without stopping, and at a 
speed of not jess then ten miles au hour, provided 
the National Board of Health bas not declared it 
dangerous to do so, and published through the lo- 
cal health anthorities a special rule forbidding it. 
But they shall not take on passengers within one 
mile of such infected place; and all persons taken 
on shall frst obtain the certifigate from the local 
officer, set forth herein, 

15. No train having a certificete of such inspec- 
tion, and no passenger having a proper certificate 
that he was free from disease, and that his bag- 
gage, etc., was properly disinfected, shall be in- 
terfered with by any municipal or other local sys- 
tems of quarantine. 

16. All persons leaving infected places by other 
modes of travel than those provided for in these 
rules and regulations sball be required to obtain 
certificates. 

The followingrules aud regulations are recom- 
mended to be adopted and observed when vel- 
low-fever is reported or suspected to exist in 
any town or place in the United States: 

GENERAL EXPLANATIONS. 

A. During the warm season, in ali localities in 
any way exposed to the contagivn of yellow-fever, 
the possibility of its occurrence should never be 
lost sight of by physicians, and, when it is knowa 
to be present in any place, the antecedents and 
diagnosis of every case admitting of doubt should 
receive special atteation. 

B. Upon an outbreak of yellow-fever, a compe- 
tent medical officer should be aasigned to the locali- 
ty as Health Officer, to enforce the following rules 
and regulations: 

1. All physicians shall report to the health au- 
thorities with the least possivle delay their know 
edge or belief of the existence of the first cases of 
yellow-fever, and shall at the same time secure. 
as far as possible, the isolation of such cases pend- 

the action of the health authorities. 

Upon the receipt of such report, the health 
authorities shall at once investagate tne case; and, 
if it be found to be yellow-fever or a case admit- 
ting of reasonable doubt, they shall at once have 
the patient isolated as effectually and completely

An Anti-Rent Agitation that Causes’ 


Much | Apprehension. 


Civil War Next Winter Feared, unless 
Measures of Repression Be 
Taken. 


Meetings of Evicted Tenantry to 
Protest Against Rack- 
rents. 


Terribie Destitution in County Galway— 
Catholic Clergy on the Wrongs 
of the People.

The state of some of the western districts of 
Ireland must be admitted to be far from satis- 
factory. The antirent agitation, with all ite 
open and secret machinery of disorder and ter- 
roriem, is no light matter. But, bad as it is, 
and mischievous as it may yet prove, it is 
scareely a reason for sounding the note of alarm 
about the state of Ireland. It is no secret that 
the peasants of Mayo and Galway have their 
own views of right and property in land, and 
that they are apt te show very slight respect 
for the law in asserting them. If a landlord or 
a land agent is in the way, they will sometimes 
put him out of the way, if they can do so with 
safety to themselves. It is the business of the 
police to put a stop to this lawlessness. Such, 
indeed, is the very raison d’elre of the 
police Constable, there and = elsewhere. 
In face of a counter-organization of deter- 
mined law-breakers, his task is a harder one 
than where no such counter-organization is to 
be found. More police and more vigilance on 
the part of the police are called for; and these, 
as the Duke of Richmond states, have been sup- 
plied or are in course of being supplied. If 
Lord Orapmore’s speech were our only searce of 
information about the state of Ireland, we 
should be led to think that agitation in that 
country had been unheard of up to the date of 
last May, and that it had suddenly blossomed 
out into monster meetings, or had ramified into 
secret societies where nothing of the kind bad 
ever been known before. But chronic disorder 
bas been more or less the normal state of Ire- 
land as far back as the memory of living men 
can reach. If 1848 is too distant, 1865 and the 
next two or three years are still fresh im the 
recollection of even young men. 

THE DEBATES IN PARLIAMENT. 
London Times, July &. 

In the House of Lords yesterday (July 7) 
Lord Orapmore and Browne rose to call atten- 
tion to the continued disturbed state of parts 
of Ireland. He proceeded to say that crime 
was so dominant in some parts of Ireland that 
no one could vote for measures to repress it 
without feeling himself in 4 disagreeable posi- 
tion if he lived there. The Church and Land 
pills were passed in a spirit of paying blackmail 
tocrime. Her Majesty’s Government had now 
the greatest difficutty from circumstances which 
they were all aware of in carrying on the busi- 
ness of the country, not to speak of passing re- 
pressive measures, In certain districts, if he 
was not misinformed, several gentlemen were 
living under the protection of the police, in 
cousequence of the sentences of secret soci- 
ettes. 

It was believed that the late Lord Leitrim had 
been under senteoce of death for upward of 
twenty years. Au Irish .paper stated that the 
body of a man found on the North London Rail- 
way at Camden Town was that of a man named 
Nagle, who had oa member of the Feniar 
conspiracy. This showed how widespread were 
the ramifications of those secret societies. Crime 
increased steadily, and was manifested in more 
davgerous forms than ever. The powers of the 
Government in respect of the repression of ter- 
rorism in Ireland were inadequate. Re 
could quote the guthority of the Lord-Lieuten- 
ant of Ireland the itecrease of crime in Ire- 
land. At the diner of the Lord Mayor of Dub- 
lin on the ist January last, the noble Duke 
said that ag had to some extent in- 
creased, though he added that he had found 
nothingng but loyalty in Wes which had 
been a disturbed district. Did the noble Duke 
remember ben he was making that statement 
that one of the first letters he received on as- 
suming the office of Viceroy contained a sketch 
of a widows’s cap for the Duchess? The of- 
ficial returns showed that agrarian crimes bad 
increased. Gentlemen could to some extent 
protect themselves; but the poor farmers, who 
had to be about night and day, could not do 60. 
It was for the peorer classes of his fellow-coun- 
trymen be asked protection. In a letter written 
to bim by a friend it was stated that Commun 
ism was being preached at meetings, and that if 
measures of repression were not taken a civil 
war would occur in the winter. A co 
ent of bis complained that the Government did 
nothing, and that the police were afraid to act. 
These meetings were not so large now as they 
would be at other parte of the year, because 
great numbers of the Irish peasants were now 
in England for barvest purposes; but this cir- 
eumstance would not continue. Monster meet- 
ings bad been on the increase in Ireland since 
the Bright clauses of the Land act had become 
the subject of discussion in the other House. 
Those meetings were commenced by two mem- 
bers of the House of Commons. 

The Land bill was what had been described 
by a noble Lord—confiscation without compen- 
sation: or, in other words, simple robbery. The 
noble Lord then read resolutions passed at a re- 
cent meeting in Mayo, at which Mr. Parnell, M. 
P., was present, and observed that it was to be 
borne in mind that Mr. Parnell was a Justice of 
the Peace for the County of Wicklow. The no- 
ble Lord also read the letter written by Dr. Mc- 
Hale, Roman Catholic Archbishop of Tuam, in 
condemnation of the antt#rent agitation, and 
said that the letter was ove of the most re- 
markable that had been written for the last half 
century. The Archbishop did not hesitate to 
allude to landlords as rackrenting landlords; he 
showed po sympathy with the ernment of 
this country, and yet, though he and his clerg 
bad sanctioned violent agitation, he vow felt it 
necessary to send this message of peace as 
against those who were hoiding those lawless 
mectings. That was a very remarkable circum- 
stance, and ali the more remarkable because at 
this time the Protestants of Connemara were 
suffering persecution at the hands of the Koman 
Catholics in that part of the county, He beg- 
ged to move for a return of all persons now re- 
ceiving police protection in Ireland and of po- 
lice posts of constabulary located! in disturbed 
districts, and a return of farms now unoccupied 
from intimidation. 

The Duke of Richmond and Gordon said that 
the subject to which the noble Lord had called 
the attetion of the House was no doubt one of 
the utmost importance. He was glad that the 
charges brought forward by the noble Lord a 
plied to only a small part of Ireland. The noble 
Lord had not included in his indictment a large 
portion of Ireland. It was gratifying to find 
that a considerable part of Ireiand was not in 
an unsatistactory position. In Cork, which was 
the largest county in Ireland, ber Majesty's Gov- 
ernment had bad the privilege ot relieving from 
the operation of the Peace Preservation act the 
entire county, except that part of it which was 
within the City of Cork. ‘The same thing had 
occurred with to the County of Kilkenny. 
No doubt there had been, and was still, a con- 
siderable degre of agricultural depression. That 
depression was not confined to Ireland; it had 
been operating to, he believed, a greater extent 
in Engiand. He was told that lest year’s har- 
vest was good in Ireland, and that this year’s 
harvest was expected to beso. The noble Lord 
had referred to several letters. Now, without 
impugning the bona fides ot the writers of those 
letters, he must demur to some of their cenelu- 
sions. One of the writers said that the ice 
were afraid to act. He had never before 
that fine body of men, the Irish Constabulary, 
charged with want of courage. 

Lord Oranmore and Browne said that the 
charge was want of capacity and not want of 


courage. 

The Duke of Richmond and Gordon said that 
a cha of being afraid to act sounded to him 
very like acharge of want of . 
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ergy 
meetings. From information w 
cetved, be could state that the 
clergy had denounced these 
their pulpits as assemblies which 
neither support nor tolerate, and 
further informed that the reason 
taking that course was that the Romar 
Archbishop, entertaining, though he 
— strong views on

life, bad stated that he could not countenance 
these meetings; that the doctrines promulgated 
at them were not such as apy Christian minis- 
ter bt to support; and bad enjoined his 
clergy t they should take no steps in favor 
of the movement. He must also remind the 
noble Lord that the process-servers had been 
treated in the most summary manner, and that 
tenants bad been visited at night and had been 
told that they would be shot if they paid their 
rent. In view of this state of things, her Maj- 
esty’s Government had communicated with the 
Lords-Lieutenant of the Counties of Galway 
and Mayo, and had asked them what their views 
of the crisis were and what steps they would 
recommend should be taken to meet this le 
mentable state of things. When ber Majesty's 
Government had received the replies those 
noblemen they would consider what shouid be 
done in the matter. From the tenor and tone of 
the speech of the noble Lord, it migut be assum- 
ed that her Majesty’s Government had taken no 
stevs whatever in reference to these outrages. 
But the fact was that they bad selected Col. 
Bruce, the Deputy Inspector-General of Con- 
stabulary, to visit district to consult with 
the resident magistrates on the spot; to make 
reports from time to time as to what steps it 
was necessary to take in order to protect life 
and property; as to what police stations it was 
desirable to reinforce; as to what new stations 
should be established; as to whetber it was de- 
sirabie to appoint additional resident magie- 
trates, and, in concert with the resident magis- 
trates, to make it known as publicly as possible 
that her Majesty’s Government were deter- 
mined to preserve peace and to maintain order. 
CLAIMING THAT THE TROUBLE IS SECTARIAN. 
London Times, July 8. 

In the House of Commons yesterday (July 7) 
Mr. M. Henry asked the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland what are the circumstances under 
which an armed police force were marched into 
the Town of Clifden on the eve of a proposed 
tenant right meeting last ween, and marched 
out again on a journey of fifty miles a few days 
afterward, and whether, in consequence of this 
demonstration, the proposed meeting was 
abandoned under the fear of police coercion. 

Mr. J. Lowther—The Clifden district, as the 
honorable member is aware, has been for some 
time iu a disturbed state ia consequence of re- 
ligious feuds altogether disconnected with the 
causes which have led to the disorder in other 
parts of the same county. Some persons charged 
with participation in disturbances arising out of 
these sectarian fsuds were to be brought up for 
trial at Clifden on a particular day, and about 
the same time a meeting was announced to be 
held upon the subject referred to by the honor- 
able geutleman. As upon some occasions in the 
same neighborhood smal! detachments of police 
had been attacked and obliged to fall back upon 
their supports, the Government felt it their 
duty to take the necessary steps to obviate any 
risk of the recurrence of any such untoward 
proceedings, and accordingly a strong force 
was dispatched to the spot, and as soon as the 
occasion for its presence ceased it was with- 
drawn. As to the — — of the honorable 
gentleman’s inquiry, hether the proposed 
meeting was abandoned in uence of the 
presence of the police, I understand that the 
meeting was abandoned, but from other causes. 

In reply to further questions from Mr. M. 
Henry and Mr. Sallivan, Mr. J. Lowther said: 
As to the question asked by the honorable mem- 
ber for Galway, I was in hopes thatI had suc- 
ceeded ta explaining that the disturbances which 
occurred in the Clifden district were wholly 
due to sectarian causes. With reference to the 
inquiry of the honorable member for Louth, I 
may say, without going into any details, which 
I could scarcely do upon the present occasion, 
that the attacks I alluded to as having deen 
made upon smal! detachments of police were 
made upon more than one individual, in one 
case certainly upon four or five. 

THE MEETING OF MISS LYNCH’S TENANTRY. 

Dudlin Freeman. 

CaSTLE BAR, June 29.—A meeting of the ten- 
antry on the Clougchertinch estate of Miss Crean 
Lynch was held this afternoon ina field of Mr. 
Garrett Lynch, at K a village some 
eight miles from Balla, unty Mayo. The 
feld in which the platform was erected is in the 
centre ofa big stretch of grass farming. A 
mile or so away on one side is Clougberlinch 
House. At 9 o’clock a green flag at the head of 
a column of men, marching three deep, came in 
sight. The column marched into and round 
the feld, and then drew up in front of the plat- 
form. it was nearly 1,000. strong. hey 
were all sturdy-looking countrymen, with 
green leaves in their hats and green 
rosettes. They came from the neighboring 
parishes, and afew, who arrived by car, were 
from places so far distant as Castlebar and 
Claremorris. To the men thus marshaled in 
order may beadded some 200 or 300, and a gen- 
eral collection of men, women, and boys, mak- 
ing up a most orderly meeting, who heard the 
speakers wish intense attention, and frequently 
manifested their feelings in an unmistakable 
manver. The sub-Inspector in charge of the 
constabulary (twenty armed men from Ballin- 
ropel) vied with the reporters in the copiousness 
of the report he took of the speeches. 

On the motion of Mr. Michael O’ Malley, sec- 
onded by Mr. James Daly, the chair was taken 
by Mr. Daniel Coleman. 

The Chairman said their object wus not to say 
anything against rents, but to ask for fair rents. 
He begged to propose the first resolution: 

We, tenant farmers of the Ciougherlinch estates, 
respectfully request that his Excellency the Duke 
of Mariborough. Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and 
his Secretary, Mr. James Lowther, do appoint a 
commission who will visit and investigate our de- 
plorabie condition, now ejected for non-payment 
of a rent by far in excess of the actual value of our 
holdings. We are determined to pay a fair rent in 
propostion to the present decreased value of agri- 
cultural produce, bat will hold out, constitution— 
ally and legally. against the exaction of the rack 
rents that have already reduced us to actual starva- 
tion, thereby leaving ue unfit to emigrate, and on! 
fit subjects forthe workhouse, after the threaten 
evictions, which we are determined to resist at the 
sacrifice of our lives, 

Mr. James Daly, Castiebar, in supporting the 
resolution, said they were all aware that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to sympathize with the 
tenant farmers of Clougbertioch, who were 
evicted at the Westport sessions. They ought 
not to have expected that this would be a mon- 
ster meeting. but they expected that the people 
would assémbie to indorse the resolution passed 
at the Irishtown, Westport, Milltown Cross- 
boyne, and Mayo Abbey meetings. [Apolause.] 
They were not there to refuse to pay a fair rent; 
they were not there, as they were descri as 
revolutionists; they were not there, as d 
by both Church and State, as Communists; but 
they were there as teuant farmers of Ireland, 
trying to assert their rights. [Hear, hear. 
They were not prepared or determined to meet 
their foes physically, but they were determined 
to agitate until they got their rigpte. He 
requested of them not to the 
aggressors and at the same not to 
be cowards. [Applause.] They were aware 
that at the last Westvort Quarter Sessions the 
families of two townlands, Catford and Carna- 
more South, were ejected for non-payment of 
rent. Well, he believed it was not pleasure 
made these people be evicted. If they could 
pay they would. ([Criesof *True.”) Eight 
out of every ten of these tenants, if they gota 
settlement for the cost of the process, could not 
pay it. He challenged any commission from

It advanced on the 
call to e for August, which was 15{¢ above 
the latest quotation of Monday, but afterwards 
declined nearly ge under beavy offerings on, the 
part of New York operators and a little N of 
sunshine. The foreign news was strong, but 
some operators remarked that it was scarcely 
so stront as was expected, and that, in any 
event, the effect of the pews was 
during Monday. There was more looking 
around on the part of people who were sus- 
pected of owning small lots which they bad 
bought in the hope of realizing a profit bya 
syueeze atthe close of July. The market re- 
acted in the latter part of the session. 

The other markets were comparatively steady, 
with less doing in some departments. Corn 
was firm, with more changing over into Septem- 
ber, to prepare for the August deliveries, which 
will be in order a week from Friday. Oats were 
mendered rather tame by the arrival of a few 


‘@ar-loads of new. Provisions exhibited little 


that is new, but we note the continuance of 
large shipments of meats, and that chiefly in 
small lots, which probably means that they are 
going into consumption.

These vessels have been contracted for to 
make several trips, the rates being 75e per ton 
from Escanaba, and $1.30 per ton from Mar 
quette to Cleveland. These rates are said to 
be as good as de on corn to Buffalo. 
It is thought that nearly two-thirds of 
the lake vessels capable of carrying grain are 
now employed in freighting ore, lumber, and 
other commodities. The long-continued rate of 
1%c for corn to Bulfalo drove these craft into 
other fields, and, as some of them bave been en- 
gaged to make a number of trips, the present 
rise in grain freights will hardly be able to bring 
the whole fleet to this port at once as it has 
done in seasons past.

LAUNCH OF THE CHICAGO. 


yard of T. Quayle & Sons. Her draft of water, 
after she settled down. was four feet five inches 
fore and nine feet six Inches aft. The Chicago is 
similar in construction to the Milwaukee, — 
launched from the same yard @ few weeks ago.

CHASTINE COX. 


Mrs. Hull's Murderer Elated by the Post- 
ponement of His Execution—He Thinks 
the Lord Will Take Care of Him. 

New York Heraid, July 20. 

As already stated in the Hera/d, dfrectly fol- 
lowing the conviction in the Court of General 
Sessions of Chastine Cox of the murder of Mrs. 
Hull and his sentence by Judge Cowing to ex- 
piate his terrible crime on the gallows, his coun- 
sel, Mr. William F. Howe, at once took steps to 
procure a writ of error and stay of proceedings. 
Having prepared the necessary legal papers, 
application was made yesterday to Judge Davis, 
of the Supreme Court, for a writ of error, 
which, being a matter of right, was promptly 
granted. The writ follows the usual for- 
mula of this class of legal documents, 
setting forth on behalf of Cox that errors 
prejudicial to bim were made at the trial, and 
on behalf of the Supreme Court its willingness 
to correct such errors if it can be shown that 
any were made. It then directs that the pro- 
ceedings before the Court of General Sessions 
be submitted for review by the Supreme Court, 
General Term, at its next session on the tirst 
Monday of next October. 

To give completeness, however, to the docu- 
ment, a little more legal circumlocution was 
necessary. This was obtaining a stay of pro- 
ceedings. Mr. Howe fulfilled the final red-tape 
requisitions by applying for the latter document 
to Judge Potter, sitting in Supreme Court 
Chambers. Hardiy had Judge Potter pressed 
the blotting paver on his official signature be- 
fore Mr. Howe hurried away with all might and 
main to convey the welcome rews to his unfor- 
tunate client. 

When Chastine Cox was informed that a stay 
of proceedings bad been granted in the Supreme 
Court yesterday morning, he was incredulous 
and simply said, ‘“‘Pshaw!” A few minutes 
later Mr. Howe, his lawyer, entered the corridor 
of Murderers’ Row. Cox looked up at the 
smiling face of his counsel with an expectant 


look. é 

„It's all right, Chastine,” said Warden Finn, 
“the writ has been granted.“ At the same 
time Mr. Howe exhibited the legal document, 
while Cox looked on aie. but evidently 
without understanding. Wait till I read it,“ 
said the lawyer, who rapidly read the contents, 
and at the end Cox seemed as much mystified 
as ever. When it was explained that he was not 
to be han until October his face became ra- 
diant, and his sense of gratitude to Mr. Howe 
made him shy and awkward. 

A few minutes later a Herald reporter was ad- 
mitted to the corridor, where Cox paced up and 
down in his shirt sleeves enjoying a cigar. 

„He's enjoying himself,“ said Warden Finn 
and he bas been in good humor since he heard 
of his reprieve.” 

As the reporter passed in Cox stopped walk-

FRENCH PROSPERITY. 


How Political Stability Affects a Country’s 
Production—Some Instructive Figures 
The Result of Hard Work. 

epublique Francaise. 

One of the most painful consequences of the 
late war with Germany was that it imposed 
upon France an increased taxation of £28,000,- 
000 ($140,000,000). It has been the duty and 
glory of the Republic to try and wipe out this 
debt, and the writer states that within the last 
four years it has been found possible to repeal 
some of the most obnoxious taxes, and this to 
the extent of more than £4,000,000 (£20,000,- 
000). The fact of certain taxes producing a 
larger revenue than estimated permitted this 
operation. A report of the Minister of Finance 
recently published shows that since the Revolu- 
tion the revenue of the soil has increased from 
260,000,000 ($300,000,000) to £160,000,000 * 
000,000). “At the commencemont of 1872 
new taxes were ually imposed; labor had 
revived with arcal fwria francese, and, taking 
everything into account, the burden was not too 
pe It was the same during the year 1873. 

f we compare these two years one sees that the 
old taxes produced in the latter year about 
£3,500, 000 ($17,500,000) more than in the former 
year. in 1873, too, the new taxes exceeded the 
estimates by about the same sum,—£,3500,000 

($17,500,000),—and no doubt but for political 

intrigues, the overthrow of M. Thiers and the 

projects of a monarchical restoration, the re- 
sults would have been even more favorable.“ 

In 1874, during the reaction, matters changed; 

the receipts fell off. and instead of a surplus of 

177,000,000 francs ($35,400,000) as in 1878, there 

was a deficit ot 35,000,000 francs ($7,000,000). 

But with 1875 came brighter days, the constitu- 

tion was voted, the Republic proclaimed, the 

country recovered its liberty of action, and the 
taxes produced 140,000,000 francs ($28,000,000) 
more than they had done during the pre- 
ceding year. In 1876 the ascending move- 
ment continued, but owing to external causes 
the increase in the yield of the revenue was 
only 33,000,000 francs ($7,000,000). In 1877 the 
baneful influences of former years reappeared. 

There was general uneasiness. France was 

pushed by the Duc de Broglie and his col- 

leagues to the brink of civil war, and the conse- 
quence was a deficit of 9,000,000 francs ($1,750,- 

000). With 1878 came the definite triumph of 

the Republic, and once more the national pros- 

perity exhibited itself by an excess of 77,000,- 

000 francs ($15,400,000) over the estimates. 

This wonderful development of wealth is due 

to the fact that while dynasties consolidate 

themselves by military glory—by war, which 
tramples harvests under foot and which sweeps 
away the youth of the country—republics re- 
pose upon labor. They preter the noise of the 
machine at work to that of a squadron on the 
march, and they know that each man laid low 
by a shell is so much capital lost. 

This is why at no other epoch has France 

produced so much. Never has ber f- 

nanciai situation been so prosperous. As 
for the taxes, which have their origin in the last 
crimes and follies of the Empire, she will pay 
them off to the last million. It must not be 
supposed from this that the public services have 
been starved, and that the brilliant financial re- 
suits obtained by the Republic bave been pro- 
cured by cheese g. Far from that. The 

Conservatives complain that the expenditure is 

reckless, and that the number of persons em- 
ployed by the Government has increased, and, 
in fact, the accusation is true. The war esti- 
mates have exceeded the sum of £22,000,000 

($110,000,000), without counting £60,000,000 

($300,000,000) expended since 1871 in fortifica- 

tions, replenishing arsenals, and rearming 
troops; officers’ pensions, the pay of Sergeants, 
and the rations of privates have been increased. 

Double the amount is spent on public instruc- 

tion which was spent under the Empire. It is 
the same with public works, and even the cause 
of the poorer order of the clergy bas not been 
pleaded in vair. 


THE PRINCE’S DEATH. 


Fall Text of the Finding of the Court Mar- 
tial Trying Lieut. Carey. 
London Daily News. 

LanpsMAN’s Darirt, Upoxo River Camp, 
June 10.—The Court of Inquiry into the circum- 
stances of the death of Prince Louis Napoleon 
bas concluded, and the following is the finding: 

“The Court is of opinion that Lieut. Carey 
did not understand the position in which he 
stood to the Prince, and in consequence failed 
to estimate aright the responsibility which fell 
to bis lot. Quartermaster-General Harrison 
states in evidence that Lieut. Carey was in 
charge of the escort; while Lieut. Carey, allud- 
ing to the escort, says: I do not consider that 
I had any authority over it.’ Alter the precise 
and careful instractions of Lord Chelmsford, 
stating, as he did, the position the Prince held, 
and that he was invariably to be accompanied 
by an escort in charge of ag officer, the Court 
considers that such difference of opinion shouid 
not have existed between officers of the same 
department. 

“Secondly, the Court is of opinion that 
Lieut. Carey is much to blame in having pro- 
ceeded on duty with part of the escort detailed 
by the Quartermaster-General. The Court can- 
not admit the plea of irresponsibility on Lieut. 
Carey’s part, inasmuch as he himself took stevs 
to obtain the escort, and failed; moreover, the 
fact that the Quartermaster-(ieneral was present 
on the Itelezi Ridge, gave Lieut. Carey the 
opportunity of consulting him on the matter, of 
which he failed to avail himself. 

“ Thirdly, the Court is of opinion that the 
selection of the kraal Where the halt was made, 
surrounded as it was by cover for the enemy, 
and the adjacent difficult ground, showed la- 
mentable want of military prudence. 

** Fourthly, the Court deeply regrets that no 
effort was made to rally the escort and show a 
front to the enemy, whereby the possibility of 
aiding those who had failed to make good their 
retreat might have been ascertained.“

Baron Rothschild'’s Will. 
London Itinstrated News. 

The will dated July 24, 1865, of Baron. Lionel 
Nathan de Rothschild, late of 148 Piccadilly, of 
Gannersbury Park, and of N ewcourt, St. Swith- 
in’s lane, who died on the 3d inst., was proved 
on the 2ist inst. by Sir Nathaniel Mayer de 
Rothschild and Alfred Charles de Rothschild, 
the two elder sons of the deceased, and the 
surviving executors named therein, the personal 
estate being sworn under £2,700,000. The 
testator leaves to his wife, the Baroness Char- 
lotte de Rothschild, £100,000 and £25,000 per 
annum for life; and he wishes “ his good wile 
to give £10,000 among Jewish charities and 
£5,000 among Christian charities, the money not 
to he fuvested, but to be spent for some im- 
mediate benefit or improvement: he also 
leaves her his house in Piccadil! y and the one at

CxH1caGo, July 22.—A recent visit to Manistee, 
one of ‘he great lumber tributaries to Chicago, 
enables the writer to present some data as to its 
resources, which have a local interest. It prides 
itself on being the largest city in the United 
States that is without a railroad. It has no 
connection with the outside world except in its 
daily steamboat communication with Milwaukee. 
In summer it is a hive of industry; in winter it 
sleeps like a toad in a tree, though on the 
pineries all about it the ax and saw of the hardy 
loggers are making preparations for another 
summer’s campaign, It is an active, bustling 
place, and it has never heard “Pinafore,” 
which “1s greatly to ite credit,“ though the 
drama thrives there, and this summer Mr, 
Couldock, the veteran of the stage, will give 
them a long season with a company composed 
of “exchusively first-class artists, unless the 
bill-boards lie. There was no reason why 
_ Manistee should have been built, except that 
| the West wanted pine lumber. The pines 
were there, so Manistee rose at that 
particular point on the shore, of Lake Michigan 
‘where the Big and Little Manistee Rivers make 
their outlet through a lake which affords a safe 
inner barbor and a capacious receptacle for the 
logs which come down these streams. When 
these pineries are exhausted there will be no 
special reasons why Manistee should not quietly 
decay, unless its farming capacities can be de- 
veloped, for now its whole business consists of 
manufacturing lumber and sbingles and fur- 
nishing supplies to the loggers. And yet the 
supply of lumber tributary to Manistee is so 
vast that even with its present large manufac- 
turing capacity, which this year will reach 200,- 
000, 000 feet of lumber and 400,000,000 shingles, 
it can safely credit itself with a half century 
longer of active life. 

Though Manistee lies mainly in the sand 
along Lake Michigan and its river and lake, and 
the business portion of the town is made up of 
squatty wooden and brick structures, and its 
streets with one exception are an equal mixture 
of sand and sawdust, itis not an uoprepossess- 
ing place. Its lake, on the shores of which its 
huge milisarein operation day and night, and 
the bluffs which overhang it, crowded with the 
elegant residences of well-to-do lumbermen, give 
t a very pretty appearance, while at nicht the 
huge bonfires of slabs for miles around add a 
very picturesque element to the scene. The 
main river, which feeds these mills with their 
material, s over 300 miles in length, while the 
lake which receives the logs is a mile and a half 
wide and five miles long, with depth sufficient 
to float the largest vessels. 

It may surprise the resiients of Prairie ave- 
nue and Pine street to learn that Manistee can 
boast residences equal to theirs in cost, and 
certainly more beautiful in proportion and con- 
struction, with elegant outlying grounds, filled 
with choice straw berries, us, and fountains, 
which cannot be had in Chicago. Ten of the 
lumber kings of Manistee dwell in beautiful 
homes ag ting in cost „000. Of these 
the most elegant is that of Mr. John Canfield, 
costing $75,000, which is rich in carved woods 
from all parte of the worid. Mesers. T. J. 
Ramsdell, Charlies Rietz, and Michael Engel 
mann, all well known in Chicago, live in \- 
000 houses. The other six own elegant resi- 
deaces which may be classed in cost as follows: 
A. O. Wheeler, $40,000; E. G. Filer, $30,000; 
Warren Filer and R. G. Peters, $25,000; J. H. 
Shingley, $20,000; and E. C. Benedict, $12,000. 
We give these figures to show that Manistee is 
not altogether a lumber camp, but bas ad- 
vanced from its rude beginnings, and has 
already surrounded itself with a considerable 
atmosphere of luxury and great taste. The 
population in the early days wes a rough one. 
The logger is a bronzed, stalwart, boisterous 
swaggerer, who would not be gn ornament in a 
drawing-room, and whose firsy salutation to a 
stranger is usually, If you think you area 
better man than I am, jerk offyour coat.” As 
the logging camps have retreated year by year 
farther from Manistee, this rough element of 
the population rcaches Manistee less frequently, 
and with their disappeérancef the low dives and 
variety shows which they patronize so largely 
have aiso disappeared, until vow there is 
scarcely.a place of ill repute in the whole town. 
Manistee, though filled with a working popula- 
tion, may boast a clean, moral atmosphere and 
a degree of elegance and refinement 
which could hardly have been expected 
of a place brougut up under such un- 
favorable auspices. In all. departments of 
useful progress it has movedealong at a 
rapid pace. It has a very stately Court-House, 
eleven hotels, eight public halls, four public and 
three private schools, seventeen Societi 
among them the Liederkranz, a thrifty musica 
orgavization, eight churches, and three news- 
papers,—the Advocate (Democratic), the Times 
and Standard (Greenback), and the Times (Re- 
publican). The latter is the oldest paper in the 
place, baving reached its fifteenth year, and is 
conducted with good taste, energy, and ability 
by Mr. Robert Rice. 

The mainspring, however, which makes Mapis- 
tee go is lumber. The smoke of its numerous 
mills and huge bonfires covers it all day and all 
night. It is illuminated with burning pine for 
miles around. This vast conflagration of élabs 
seems almgst cruel when it is considered how 
much comfort they would bring to the poor in 
large cities. Kindlimg-wood is a drug on the 
market. It is given to any one who will 
take it away, and the mill-owners will 
haul it for those who. want it, if 
they are not too far away. The local demand 
for firewood, however, would not dispose of a 
tithe of the slabs, so the mills are compelled to 
burn them day and night to orevent their ac- 
cumulation. As Manistee is directly tributary 
to Chicago and furnishes us with a large sbare 
of our lumber, a statement of the capacity of 
its mills and the number of men employed will 
de of interest. Briefly stated, they are as 
follows: Reitz Brothers, two lumber-mills, 
capacity, 40,000,000 feet, and one shingle-mill, 
capacity 16,000,000,300 men employed in the 
mille and woods; Dempsey, Cartier & Co., one 
mill, capacity 20,000,000, men employed, 75; 
Louis Sands, three mills, capacity 50,000,000, 
men employed, 550; Ruddock, Palmiter & Co., 
two lumber-mills, capacity 15,000,000, one 
shingle-mill, capacity 25,000,000, men employed, 
170; Stronach Lumber Company, one milk 
capacity 14,000,000, men employed, 100; 
Blacker, Davies & Co., one lumber-mill, capacit 
12, 000, 000, one shingle-mill, capacity 1

In conclusion, I would say that sentimental 
notions in politics are entirely out of place:

Political 
questions must be treated in a business-like 
manner; if clerks, managers, ete., stand in the 
way of success, the soomer they are discharged 
the better.
